In Mr. Roosevelt’s case the conferences have 
been hailed by New Dealers, a part from w hatever 
in trin sic benefit results, as showing him n ot hos­ 
tile to business. W hat is new in the Presiden tial 
techniq ue is the in vitation to represen tatives of 
“sm all” business to confer with the D epartm en t 
of Commerce and, through a small committee, 
w ith himself. The idea is characteristic of the 
President, but w hether it shows his usual shrewd 
sense of public relation ships rem ain s to be dem ­ 
on strated. 
The exhibition thus far is n ot encouraging. The 
“sm all” business men in vited to W ashington were 
a ra th er large group. Some sort of organization 
w’as doubtless essential, but efforts to th at end 
were abortive. The world of “sm all” business in 
the United States is the world in which most of us 
live, from which most of us derive our incomes, 
an d through w hich m ass-produced consumer 
goods reach the public. It is a good world, a 
sound world an d a world th a t hitherto has helped 
to make an d unm ake Presiden ts. But it is n ot an 
articulate or in tegrated world, in the political 
sense, although on a larve view it knowns w hat 
it wants. Its prin cipal desire a t the m om ent 
seems to be easier credit. 
W hat Mr. Roosevelt can do about th a t is n ot 
apparen t. There is a certain dan ger in such mass 
conferences as are now being held a t the capital. 
It will not do for the idea to get abroad th at the 
Presiden t has no real plan, no coheren t program , 
for surm oun tin g the presen t slump. W hen the 
last conference of “big” or “sm all” business has 


en train ed for home, w hat does the A dm in istra­ 
tion purpose to do? 
Is it possible th a t false hopes are being aroused, 
hopes th a t even Mr. Roosevelt, w ith all his fertile 
in vention, can n ot fulfill? 


COERCIVE MEASURES 
Fun dam en tally , the League of Nations is an or­ 
gan ization established for the purpose of preserv­ 
ing peace. The m eans a t its disposal are lim ited 
an d are confined principally to m oral pressure 
an d em phasis upon the m aterial advan tage to 
be gained through adheren ce to a noble ideal. In 
an in tensely m aterialistic world in which m ost of 
the ruling spirits are chaps little concerned w ith 
idealism, the League faces form idable obstacles 
in its efforts to m ain tain tran q uil in tern ation al 
relations. 
If Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet Russia’s Foreign 
Commisar, is inclined to ignore the prim ary pur­ 
pose of the League in his advocacy of new poli­ 
cies w ith respect to aggressor n ation s, his attitude 
m ay be excused, or a t least explained, by m a t­ 
ters of self-in terest. Mr.. Litvinoff in form s the 
League’s Far Eastern advisory ^committee th a t the 
League m ust resort to “coercive m easures” in 
dealing with the Chinese situation . In doing so 
he speaks as a Russian, ra th er th an an idealist 
devoted to the advan cem en t of the cause of 
peace. 
Coercive m easures imply either m ilitary in te r­ 
vention. which, of course, m eans war, or econom­ 
ic san ctions, which would be a prelude to war. In 
the Japan ese Diet only a few day s ago the M in­ 
ister of W ar declared th at Japan soon m ust pre­ 
pare to fight a fo_ opiner than China. T h at foe, 
of course, is Russia, c.nu Mr. Litvinoff is working
